relevant prior art, describes a dispensing head 
and a method for manufacturing it, from which the 
subject matter of independent claims 1, 12 and 13 
differs in that the protective. cap is overmoulded 
on the head. 

2.1 The subject matter of claims 1, 12 and 13 is 
therefore novel (PCX Article 33(2)). 

The problem that the present invention is intended 
to solve can be considered to be that of creating 
a less expensive dispensing head (and 
manufacturing method) . 

2.2 The solution to this problem, as proposed in 
claims 1, 12 and 13 of the present application, is 
considered to involve an inventive step (PCT
